knocked out a bridge 65 miles 
south of Hanoi, capital of Com­ 
munist North Viet Nam, 
and 
were challenged for the first 
time by Red planes.

and 
railway 
bridge at 
Dong Phuong, said 
Capt. George H Whistler. Navy 
spokesman Navy planes chased 
the MIGs but lost them in the 
haze. 
At the same time. 50 U S. Air 
Force FlOOs and F105s hit the 
Ham Rong Bridge 
at 
Thanh 
Hoa. a city of more than a mil­ 
lion 15 miles south of where the 
Navy planes struck. 
A 
U.S. 
military spokesman 
said several hits were scored on 
the bridge, hut could not say 
whether it was destroyed. It is a 
single span suspension bridge 
800-yards long. 


In the action farther north, 
Whistler said he did not believe 
U.S. planes got close enough to 
fire during the pursuit of th# 
MIGs. 
The raid was the closest to 
Hanoi yet made by U S planes 
and this may have accounted for 
the presence of the MIGs. 


It seemed 
likely the MIGs 
were not sent up spoiling for a 
fight against the more numerous 
Navy planes but were already in 
the air when the raid began.

lf there’s anything to surface indications 
of something stirring in diplomatic chan­ 
n e l on Viet Nam, it is not too soon to 
consider the United States position. 
The division of opinion in this country 
is 
between 
the 
faction 
dubbed 
“ war 
hawks” and an opposing group that prob­ 
ably should be designated “ peace doves.” 
The “ war hawks” have yearned to do 
in Southeast Asia what 
they were re­ 
strained from doing in North Korea. Thev 
wanted to stage 
an 
all-out 
war 
there 
against the Chinese People's Republic and 
its puppet state, the People’s Democratic 
Republic of North Korea 
The “ peace doves” wanted to extricate 
the United States from a military dilem­ 
ma in which the choice seemed to them 
to lie between frustration in a hopeless 
war with Red China and frustration by 
withdrawal to an established position and 
a negotiated truce. 
The doves prevailed. 


THE SITUATION in South Viet Nam is 
not identical, but it is analagous 
This time the United States is not com­ 
mitted to carry the hrunt of the fighting. 
The United Nations is not nominally com­ 
mitted to help South Viet Nam The Soviet 
Union is not committed to help defeat 
the United States 
Rut once again Red China is committed 


and once again a Communist puppet state, 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam, is 
the buffer 
between 
Chinese 
and 
U.S. 
influence. 
And once again hawks are opposed to 
doves on a question of policy. 
lf the Johnson administration subscribes 
to a policy of negotiation, it will be ac­ 
cused. as were the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion and the Truman administration, of 
backing away from a chance to destroy 
a Communist nation with force. 


THE UGLY WORD 
appeasem ent” will 
be heard again. It is possible that Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor might become a kind 
of symbolic heir to the late Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur as m ilitarism ’s sacrifice to a 
new cult of statesmen who believe war 
settles nothing between nations: that it 
long since ceased to be a usable instru­ 
ment of national policy. 
It’s all part of the game of statesm an­ 
ship. And statesmanship, in turn, is part 
of an infinitely larger game - the balanc­ 
ing of power between nations. 
The one nation all nations fear, because 
of its huge population and the primitivism 
of its politics, is Red China The object 
in Southeast Asia is to keep Red China 
from getting 
stronger, 
preferably 
by 
means of diplomatic pressure, by military 
means only as a last resort. 


Bliss Is On The Job 


When Ohio’s Ray C Bliss took over the 
office of Republican National Committee 
chairman April I, the transfer of power 
from his predecessor was more than a 
routine succession 
It was a symbolic transfer It marked 
a new approach to the Republican party’s 
function in the two-party system. 
The 
former 
GDP 
chairman. 
Dean 
Burch, had been completely committed to 
the candidacy of former Arizona Sen. 
Barry M 
Goldwater; that was why he 
was chosen for the job by the Goldwater 
board of campaign strategy in 1964 
The Goldwater debacle at the polls was 
more than a defeat for the Republican 
party and a candidate 
It was a defeat 
for an exclusivist point of view that had 
split the Republican party. And as Mr. 
Rurch pointed out in a recent magazine 
article, it also may have been a defeat 
for a traditional kind of presidential cam ­ 
paign that deeply disappointed both Sen. 
Goldwater and Chairman Burch last sum­ 
m er and fall. 
There has been legitimate and under­ 
standable curiosity about what Rav Bliss 


can do to change all this 
We suspect 
strongly that Mr 
Bliss, himself, is most 
curious — and with the most legitimate 
cause. His prestige as a political organ­ 
izer is on the line. 
He has heard by this time about that 
outpouring 
of advice by former GOP 
Chairman Leonard Hall of New York, who 
wrote in Newsday:. 
“ We have permitted our party to be­ 
come too exclusive We have been trying 
to elect national candidates with the de­ 
scendants of the people who came over 
on the ‘Mayflower.’ and that boat just 
wasn’t big enough.” 
Chairman Bliss is known as an organ­ 
izer. 
He will have to begin — to use Dis pre­ 
decessor’s words — “ by building a broad­ 
er base for the Republican party " It 
exists for only one purpose, to win elec­ 
tions and to provide opposition to the 
Democratic party 
Mr 
Bliss will have to become a GDP 
champion of lnclusiomsm — to offset the 
spectacularly successful policy of the op­ 
position in this respect

Sen. Byrd’s Stand On Vote Action Lauded 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd, D-Va.. is 
one of the most dedicated men 
who has ever achieved promi­ 
nence in public life. 
First as 
a 
progressive 
, 
governor 
o f 
his state and V 
then 
I a t e r ( 
—___ 
t h r o u g h 32^ 
years of serv­ 
ice in the Unit­ 
ed States Sen­ 
ate, 
he 
h a s 
earned the re­ 
spect of peo­ 
ple in b o t h David Lawrence 
parties in and out of Congress. 
What Sen. Byrd has to say, 
therefore, on the proposed vot­ 
ing rights bill is of national sig­ 
nificance. 
It could provide a 
turning point in the whole con­ 
troversy for history could re­ 
peat itself. 
It will be recalled 
that the 
first impression created by the 
so-called 
“Court-packing” 
bill 
presented by President Roose­ 
velt in 1937 was overwhelming­ 
ly favorable, especially since 
the measure was proposed al­ 
most immediately after his land­ 
slide election victory the preced­ 
ing year Gradually, the Amer­ 
ican people began to understand 
that the bill violated not only the 
spirit but the letter of the Con­ 
stitution. 
Members of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
own party began to differ with 
him. and in the f o r e f r o n t 
of t h o s e leading 
the battle 
against the bill in the Senate 
were the two senators from Vir­ 
ginia — Harry Byrd and Carter * 
Glass The proposal ultimately 
was dropped 


THERE IS every reason for 
the enactment of legislation to 
prevent any eligible person, ir­ 
respective of color, from being 
denied the right to vote There 
is no sound reason for 
using 
unconstitutional methods to at­ 
tain even a 
worthy objective. 
This is the 
essence 
of 
Sen 
Byrd's argument 
He has just 
declared in 
a 
formal 
state­ 
ment 
“ I have analyzed all provisions 
of the bill They are iniquitous 
in effect and contemptible in de­ 
sign 
The administration 
has 
been advised of the odium in 
which I hold its proposal I also 
have studied the federal attor­ 
ney 
general’s 
testimony. 
He 
admits drafting the bill Neither 
the bill nor the testimony is 
worthy of men entrusted with 
high office in the national gov­ 
ernment of this country. . . . 
“ I quote directly from the pre­ 
pared testimony of the federal 
attorney general before the Sen­ 
ate J u d i c i a r y 
Committee 
on March 23. 1965 He said 
“ \ . . the judicial process, 
upon which all existing rem e­ 
dies depend, is 
institutionally 
inadequate to deal 
with 
prac­ 
tices so deeply rooted 
in 
the 
social and political structure ’ 
“ I never expected to hear a 
responsible member of the legal 
profession or an attorney gen­ 
eral of the United States take 
such an attitude or make such a 


public statem ent about the ju­ 
dicial process.” 


MR. BYRD went on to say 
that, while the attorney general 
decries racial discrimination in 
voting practices, he “deliberate­ 
ly wrote this bill to exempt all 
voting discrimination in a four- 
fifths majority of the 50 states 
from its application.” The Vir­ 
ginia senator declared: 
“ I doubt that the federal at­ 
torney general can find a state 
where it is simpler or easier 
for any one to register than it 
is in Virginia, or where election 
practices are c l e a n e r . If in 
truth, or consequence, there is 
any evidence of discriminatory 
voting practice or procedure in 
Virginia I’m unaware of i t . . . . 
“ He (the attorney general) ad­ 
mits that this bill which he has 
drafted for the administration is 
fixed so that he can incrimi­ 
nate Virginia. 
He admits also 
that he has designed this admin­ 
istration 
bill 
so 
that he can 
exempt Texas from its applica­ 
tion. In advance he has said that 
he will incrim inate Virginia and 
exempt Texas.” 
Mr. Byrd pointed out that the 
federal administration, for the 
purposes of this law. condones 
an eighth-grade education as a 
voting test in New York but 
wants “ the power to qualify a 
moron to vote in Alabama ” 
The senator added: “They de­ 
cry discrimination devices, but 
they have proposed a law which 
in itself is a discrimination de­ 
vice.” 


SEN. BYRD’S 
statem ent is 
one of the most forceful he has 
ever delivered. It 
may cause 
other m em bers of Congress to 
adopt 
an 
equally 
courageous 
position, though, because of the 
emotional furor that has been 
generated by the recent “dem ­ 
onstrations," it s not yet certain 
whether the time necessary for 
a thorough debate will be al­ 
lotted 


Sen 
Byrd declared that th* 
administration is allowing itself 
to be “ influenced beyond rea­ 
son by the emotion of domestic 
hysteria" and that “ by its own 
actions its’ inflaming so-called 
civil-rights issues " 
He called it “ a vicious bill,” 
and said that "it clearly bears 
the unreasonable stamp of hy­ 
steria.” 
There are signs that the fight 
being made against the voting 
rights act will at least result 
in a number of proposals for 
its amendment. 
lf these should fail, the 1966 
congressional election may be­ 
come one of the most important 
in American history. There is 
unquestionably an undercurrent 
of dissatisfaction over the way 
the bill has been written, and 
opposition will not cease during 
the 17 months before the next 
election 
Its not the purposes of the 
bill but the palpable violations 
of the Constitution in it that are 
causing dismay.

The county, city or school 
hoard would have the right to

from the purchaser "upon such 
terms as may be agreed upon,” 
reserving the right to buy it 
back eventually at “ the net de­ 
preciated book value " 


This affords the opportunity 
for skirting the competitive bid 
requirement which is designed 
to protect taxpayers from over­ 
pricing. kickbacks or other po­ 
tential abuses in governmental 
selling and buying 
It also has been pointed out 
that counties, unlike other gov­ 
ernm ental agencies, have al­ 
most unlimited direct purchase 
authority 
Cities, for example, must ad­ 
vertise for bids on all purchases 
exceeding $1,000 
There is no 
such restriction on counties, ex­ 
cept the law does require bids 
on county building construction.

Yoe And The Law 


The law puts the 
burden 
of proof” on one side or the 
other in every trial The ac­ 
cused person need not prove 
his innocence until the prose­ 
cuting attorney, for example, 
offers evidence that an ac­ 
cused person did a crime 
The state has the “burden 
of proof ” The prosecuting at­ 
torney must first make out a 
case for the trial to proceed 
Where the burden of proof 
lies depends 
on 
who 
must 
prove his case, and what pre­ 
sumptions of the law h e l p 
him. For example, 
an 
ac­ 
cused person is presumed in­ 
nocent until proven guilty be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt. 


THIS BURDEN differs In a 
criminal case the state has 
to show the accused guilty 
“ beyond a reasonable doubt.” 
In a civil case, say tor dam­ 
ages, the test is. “did t h e 
plaintiff make out his case 
with the preponderance of ev­ 
idence”? As a rule this is not 
as hard a test to meet as that 
of 
“beyond 
a 
reasonable 
doubt.” 
The burden may also shift. 
A person who is found guilty 


may take over the burden of 
proving that he was insane 
at the time of the offense. 
He tries to show he didn’t 
have the 
legal capacity 
to 
commit the crime. Since the 
law presumes all people are 
sane, unless proved otherwise, 
the accused has the burden 
of proof if he pleads insanity. 
Some 
presumptions 
a r e 
“conclusive” and cannot be 
disputed in court. 
For 
ex­ 
ample, it is an ancient max­ 
im that all are conclusively 
presumed to know the laws. 


SOMETIMES THE law al­ 
lows one to make “inferences” 
from certain facts. In one case 
a bottle exploded as the pur­ 
chaser picked it up. The pur­ 
chaser did nothing to cause 
the explosion, so the court al­ 
lowed the jury to infer that 
the bottlers had not used due 
care. 
In such cases, the opposing 
part has to show that the in­ 
ference is contrary to fact. 
Sometimes t w o presump­ 
tions may conflict in the same 
case A second marriage was 
being attacked as invalid be­ 
cause of a claimed prior mar­ 


riage. The law presumed a 
prior marriage continues. It 
also presumes that a person 
is innocent of a crime (big­ 
amy t. In these cases the pre­ 
sumption of innocence of the 
crime usually gets preference.

Minton was gravely ill in 1959 
with a blood clot near his heart 
and again in 1961 with a cere­ 
bral hemorrhage suffered while 
hospitalized with a broken an­ 
kle.

BERLIN (AP) - East Ger­ 
many continued for the third 
straight day today to harass 
civilian traffic into Berlin. The 
move apparently was a protest 
against next week's scheduled 
session of the West German 
parliam ent in West Berlin. 
West German customs offi­ 
cials reported it took motorists 
more than three hours to pass 
Communist checkpoints at the 
western and eastern ends of the 
110-mile autobahn that connects 
West Berlin with West Germa­ 
ny. 
By last midnight, the line of 
vehicles waiting to enter the 
superhighway at the Helmstedt 
checkpoint was more than three 
miles long. It included more 
than 200 Berlin-bound trucks.

ANSW ER: This is a thoughtful question We all look by­ 
ward to the flowers putting on a radiant color show, but we 
frequently fail to realize why and how the colors are there. 
The colors are there because insects and birds know there 
is sweet nutritious nectar to be found in flowers, and the 
colors—as well as the fragrance—tell the birds and in­ 
sects where to go to find the nectar. In getting it. the visi­ 
tors pick up pollen from one plant and carry it to another, 
thus aiding in the creation of seeds which will develop into 
new plants. The petals of flowers show colors because they 
contain pigments, materials which reflect away certain of 
the colored light rays and appear to be of that color Fre­ 
quently. a flower will have more than one color in its petals 
There are certain colors called complementaries, such as red 
and green These opposite colors cause each other to glow 
more brightly, to stand out 
Why are there so many red 
flowers'.’ This is because of that same complementary prin­ 
ciple The green grass around the red flower makes it stand 
out vividly and helps a bird or insect to find it.

Election Board Urges Care 
In Absentee Ballot Requests 


Because party primaries will 
be held only in some areas but 
all qualified-voters in Columbi­ 
ana County may cast ballots on 
four state amendments and two 
county tax levies at the May 4 
primaries, the County Election 
Board today appealed to those 
applying for civilian absentee 
and disabled ballots to specify 
the ballots they want. 
The disabled and civilian ab­ 
sentee ballots will become avail­ 
able for the first time Monday. 
Frank R. O’Hanlon, clerk, said 
Ballots for military personnel 
and civilians residing tempora­ 
rily outside the United States 
became available a month ago. 
Applicants for the civilian ab­ 
sentee and disabled b a l l o t s 
should specify where they are 
entitled to vote, O’Hanlon said. 
In order to eliminate confusion 
what ballots they are permitted 
Republican and Democratic 
primaries will be held in East 
Liverpool. Wellsville, L i s b o n 
and Columbiana, the veteran 
clerk n o t e d . However, only a 
Democratic primary will 
be 
held in Salem and only a Re-

publican primary will be con­ 
ducted in East Palestine. 
No primaries will be held in 
Leetonia, but a special election 
will be held on tax levies in 
the subdivision. 
A voter affiliated with one 
party cannot vote in the pri­ 
mary of the opposite party, he 
warned. 
If no party primary is sched­ 
uled in the subdivision where 
the voter is entitled to cast his 
ballot, the elector still is entitled 
to apply for ballots on the state 
questions and countywide lev­ 
ies, O’Hanlon continued. 
However, the voting on t h e 
state 
amendments 
and 
t h e 
county tax levies will be con­ 
ducted as special elections and 
a different application form is 
required, he pointed out. 
The applications for voting in 
party primaries must specify 
the voter’s party affiliation, but 
the party affiliation is not re 
quired to vote in special elec­ 
tions. O’Hanlon explained. 
Meanwhile, a fifth candidate 
for a trustee post in Elkrun 
township has filed his petition 
as a non-partisan candidate at 
the Nov. 2 general election. 
Olin H. Evans is the newest 
entrant, joining William E. Con­ 
ter, J. D. Hostetter, Sidney I.

Lawson Firm Sues 
Two Milk Producers 
CLEVELAND (A P)-The Ak­ 
ron Milk Producers and the 
Milk Producers Federation of 
Cleveland are accused of seek­ 
ing to create a monopoly on 
milk in northeastern Ohio in a 
suit filed by the Lawson Milk 
Co. in U. S District Court here. 
Lawson, a major retailer sup­ 
plied by some 700 independent 
producers, charges that the two 
cooperatives are trying to force 
the independent producers to 
join their groups. 
The suit asks the court to de­ 
clare a proposed ‘ superpool” 
agreement by the cooperatives 
illegal under antitrust acts. Such 
a pool, it charges, would de­ 
prive Lawson of its independent 
source of milk and force the 
company to pay a fixed rate on 
milk throughout the year.
